Caldicoti, President Reagan yester-j 
day repeated his view that the Soviet. 
Union is manipulating the nuclear 
freeze movement This time he 
added that the 'movement originated! 
with a Soviet front called World 
Peace Council. 

Almost as the president spoke, the 
National Conference of State Leg- 
islatures voted to endorse the freeze, 
calling on Reagan to apply to civilian 
purpo^ the inoney he could save 
from the arms race. -j 

.Answering a question during a 
small news conference in the Oval 
Office. Reagan said he had verified 
"several -rather well-documented ar^ 
tides’"* he had cited in November, as 
support for his charge of Soviet ma 
nipulation. Except for a few cases of 
"journalistic exaggeradon,” be- said, 
"they did check out.”--

1 
Although most freeze supporters j 
may be sincere, Reagan continued, i= 
“one must look to see whether, welJ-jj 
intentioned though^ it niay be, this -' 
movement 'might- be carrying water', 
that they’re not aware of for another- j 
purpose.” - . j 

Officials of the* Nuclear W’eaponsl 
Freeze Campaign immediately de-J 
-nied . being offspring of the World j 
Peace Council, saying the- council] 
was -only one of many groups that 
support^ the freeze proposal after it 
was launched in 1980.
